AN INGENIOUS SPEEDOMETER 


I once had occasion to drive through 
township in which the fifteen-mile-an-hour 
speed limit is strictly enforced by means of 
speed traps and motorcycle officers.

I was able to pass through several of the 
speed traps at a rate of fifteen miles and 
hour, but no faster. S.
